one abstention Tuesday to grant 
$20,000 annually to The State 
Hornet for the next three years 
Scott Schuh, editor-in-chief of 
The Hornet, said he felt the senate 
Was reacting to a crisis the news- 
paper experienced last year when 
it had a $14,000 budget deficit 
Senate support for The Hornet 
had declined since 1978, from 
$20,000 annually to $2,050 fast 
year

Many senate members said

Schuh was particularly grateful 
to Vice-Chairman Tom Alvarez, 
who “spent a great deal of time 
researching the problem, took an 
interest in the paper, and did a real 
service for the campus community 
by ensuring the paper will contunue 
in its present format.” 

Senator Geeta Bidasha origi- 
nally motioned to amend the 
contract to only two years, which, 
she said, were the terms agreed 
upon earlier 

But Bidasha withdrew her 
motion after hearing a number of 
senate members speak in support 
of the three-year contract 

Senate Chairman Gary Gad- 
dint said Bidasha’s withdrawal of

Existential shadows: tracing

The procession is not a religious 
one. Men and women come to the 
church, not to worship, but to search 
for lost relatives. These people — 
adoptees, birth parents and adoptive 
parents unite to retrace and 








unravel the secrets of adoption. 
For some, adoption is the final 
judgment severing the bond between 
child and parent. Long after the 
legalities have been met, the emo- 
tional aftermath continues. The ties

that bind parent and child are not so 
easily sliced by dried ink on legal 
documents. The want and need to fill 
an empty space in their lives often 
drives adoptees and natural parents to 
take up the search for children and 
parents from whom they are 
separated. 

It took Anna Fisher 20 years to 
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at 


open her life. Her long and painful 
search was not in vain. Fisher found 
her birth parents along with a brother 
and sister. Adoptees’ Liberty Move- 
meat Association (ALMA) is also a 
result of Fisher’ arduous journey into

her past 

Since 1971, ALMA, which was 
started in New York state, has been 
assisting adoptees and birth parents to 
find each other through local chapters 
across the nation. 

““Adoptees are second-class citi- 
zens,” said Neil Kelly, co-founder 
with his wife Beverly, of Adoptees’ 
Identity Discovery (AID) in Sunny- 
vale. Kelly adamantly thinks that 
states should make adoption records 
accessible to adoptees of legal age. 

“Adoptees don’t enjoy the same 
constitutional rights as other people 
since they are denied information 
about their adoptions,” said Kelly. 
Ninety percent of all natural parents 
will welcome an adoptee, Kelly 
added, challenging the theory that 
natural parents wish to stay 
anonymous. 

In California the law is accomo- 
dating, but not completely sympa- 
thetic, to the adoptees plight. Licensed 
state agencies will give non-identify- 


ing information such as medical

Dunmore classified the meeung as 
a positive one. He and Kershaw 
suggested to Bess a shuttle service 
between Cal Expo and CSUS until 
more parking 1s available on campus 
Dunmore also reiterated his concerns 
about the policy of issuing parking 
citations to students with valid park- 
ing permits whose vehicles, although 
illegally parked, are not a threat to 
public safety 

“We're not going to ignore any 
suggestion,” said Bess about finding 
more parking for students. The Cal 
Expo proposal, according to Bess,

Bess said the university will 
continue to issue citations. “We try to 
be fair and even-handed,” he said

history, physical description, how old 
the mother was at the time of birth. 
Persons seeking information must be 
18 or, if under 18, accompanied by 
the adoptive parent. In some situa- 
tions, if the adoptive parents, the 
adoptee and birth parents sign waiv- 
ers, identifying information can be 
released. 


According to Dicksie Robberson, 
social worker with Sacramento 
County Adoptions, requests for in- 
formation about adoptions “has, over 
the last four or five years, increased 
dramaiically “’ Robberson stressed 
that adoptees and birth parents “must 
be ready for whatever happens.” 


“Everybody should know who 
they are,”’ said Pat Grantham, a 
search assistant with ALMA. 

Grantham was well into adult- 
hood before she found she was 
adopted. She searched tor and touna 
bet birth mother. Although her 
mother, “prefers me not to bother 
her,” said Grantham, she has no

CSUS, dubbed the ‘Capital Cam 
pus,” has not one, but three internship 
programs for students who want 
experience in local, state or federal 
government 

Government department interns 
are upper division and graduate 
students at CSUS who serve one or 
more semesters in state legislative 
offices, executive agencies, and at 
various locations in city and county 
government 

Three CSUS government profes- 
sors, Gerald McDaniel, David Covin, 

and Joe Serna, heip find appropriate 
internships for students. “We solicit 
around 150 offices each semester, and 
end up with anywhere from 50 to 80 
open positions,” said McDaniel. “We 
therefore have more openings than 
interns, This semester only 25 were 
filled 

“One of the most valuable aspects 
of our government internship pro- 
gram,” McDaniel said, “is the prac- 
lice it gives in ai) interview situation 
One must learn how to present 
oneself well.” 

Although majors in government, 
government-journalism, and public 
administration may use their earned 
credit toward their major, the intern- 
ships are open to all 50 academic 
departments on campus. Students 
may earn up to 2 units of internship to 
to apply to their graduation require- 
ments. 

The government department also 
organized the Sacramento Semester 
Program. Run by Professors Jean 
Torcom and Jon Syer, this program is 
offered fall and spring for 25 students 
selected from the 19 CSU campuses. 
For 15 units of credit, interns work 25 
hours a week and attend a weekly 
seminar on contemporary California 
government and politics. 

CSUS student Deborah Young- 
ren is a Sacramento Semester student 
who works on the Citizens Advisory 
Council on Mental Health. She said, 
“Working on the job is a grea‘ learning 
experience. I have found that my 
employers are very cooperative in

Len Wycoski wants athletes at CSUS to look beyond the years they will 
spend on the basketball court or football field 
‘What we need to do even tor students who come to play a specific 
| sport is develop an awareness that the sport is a short-lived thing,” 
he said 
\s director of a new advising program for CSUS athletes, Wycoski will 
try to keep student athletes on the path towards graduation 
Wycoski and his co-workers will help athletes manage their schedules 
and will recommend tutors and academic advisors for those struggling with 
their courses 
The program, which began this semester, was initiated in response to the 
introduction of athletic scholarships at CSUS and to changes in NCAA 
academic requirements 
\ithough CSUS is trying to boost its athletic program with scholarships, 
CSUS administrators do not want students to attend the university strictly 
for athletic competition 
“We have a firm philosophical belief that these are student athletes,” said 
Irene Shea, associate athletic director. “We want 90 percent-plus to 
graduate 
| Wycoski, who holds a master’s degree in sociology from CSUS, said 
academic training will help students prepare for non-athletic careers 
“Most students aren't going to get into the pros,” he said, “and even if 
they do, career expectation in the pros isn’t that long.” 
Wycoski said the university hopes to avert the negative images 
associated with intercollegiate athletics 
You see a lot of bad publicity about the exploitation of athletes,” 
he said 
Greg Knapp, starting quarterback for CSUS’ footba!! team, said the 
program ts positive for athletes 
“think it is an excellent idea. Len does a tremendous job with the 
athletes.” he said. “He keeps data print-outs on all the athletes and each 
member of the football team 1s required to make an appointment with him.” 
Knapp said the new program gives athletes someone who will take the

It is not entertaining — perhaps it is not intended to 
be. Some messages are never presented to entertain, but 
rather to shock and awaken. “Marat Sade” is a play 
that carries that type of message: a strong sense of 
harshness and brutality accompanies the essence of the 
plot 

“Marat” takes place in the Asylum of Charenton in 
1808. As the full title of the play assures, “The 
Persecution and Assassination of Jean-Paul Marat as 
Performed by the Inmates of the Asylum of Charenton 
under the Direction of the Marquis de Sade,” is a play 
within a play. On stage, we see actors playing the parts 
of resident lunatics playing the parts of participants in 
the French Revolution of which Marat was so much a 
part 

On the first level, the audience is introduced to 
Marat, a French revolutionary seeking to improve the 
conditions of the average, poor Frenchman and take 
away the power of the aristocrat and bourgeois. Marat, 
afflicted with a skin disease, is limited during the play to 
his bath where he soaks his sore skin. Itis while soaking 
in the bath that he is murdered by a young aristocratic 
woman who holds Marat responsible for the death and 

exile of her class 
On the second level, the audience is witness to a 

Stage of insanity, housing 30 lunatics acting out in their 

own worlds the anguish of their mental turmoil. As 

history records, M. Royer-Collard, the doctor at the 

Asylum of Charenton, felt it would benefit the inmates 

if they would act in plays. One of the inmates was the 

Marquis de Sade, who wrote and directed many of the 

asylum’s plays 

Using this point of reference, “Marat Sade” was 
written by Peter Weiss and first performed in the early

Perhaps this play was a bit ambitious for University 
Theatre actors — but their acting and production talent 
brought the taskful play within their reach 
Keythe Farley, playing Jean-Paul Marat, was 
convincing in his role — it was never overdone. None 
of the acting was poorly executed, and actors such as 
Shirley Lynn Jones (Charlotte Corday, the murderess), 
Dorothy Knable (Simone, Marat’s attentive nurse) and 
Ed Santillanes (Marquis de Sade), were outstanding in 
their roles, aiding each other in performing a seemingly 
difficult play 
The most intriguing aspect of the play is that its two 
levels constantly merge, leaving the audience puzzled as 
to who ts truly speaking — the character or the insane 
person playing the character. The thin line between the 
two levels of the play was frequently crossed, adding 
to the ambiance of the play 
The overall impression of the performance and the 
play was that, while the performance was very good, as 
well as the general stage appearance, the play itself was 
a bit long and exhausting. Long dialogues and 
confusing exchanges could be especially trying for 
those unfamiliar with the history and politics behind 
the play 
Sitting through the slow scenes became worth it, 
however, when the final scene was played in all its 
splendor and emotional turmoil 
“Marat Sade,” well-directed by Robert Smart, will 
continue inthe Playwright’s [heatre March 7-10.

Funny, heartwarming. frightening and sad. These 
are all words that can be used to describe Lanford 
Wilson’s play “Angels Fall a comedy about six 
people who become stranded in a smal! mission in New 
Mexico. 

During their relatively short stay at the mission, the 
lives of the characters unfold to reveal a sometimes 
humorous, sometimes tragic story. As the play unfolds 
these people come to know. understand, and even love 
their newfound aquaintances.

Ron Clyma, playing Vita’s husband, did not seem as 

contident as Mitchell, especially at the beginning of the 
first act. This may be because he portrayed a man with 
a nervous Condition. In any case, he was able to gain 
control of his role and give the audience a stunning 
dramatic speech as well as a few laughs 

Chris Hille and Curt Smith were great as the main 
comedy relief in “Angels Fall.” Hille played Manon 
Clay, the wealthy widow of an artist, who was ha ing 
an affair with young tennis player Zappy Zappala, 
played by Smith. Their relationship was a mother /son 
type, with Zappy often becoming hypochondriacal 
only to have Marion sooth him. saying, “He isjustlikea 
child sometimes.” 

Bob DeLucia was the link between all of the 
characters in his role as Father William Doherty 
Doherty, the parish priest, attempts to calm e\ eryone 
by explaining that nuclear accidents are a usual 
occurence in the area and they aren't something to worry 
about. His security proves to be a facade though, and he 
becomes hysterical and breaks down, show ing his 
concern for the people of his parish, and of the world in 
general. He gives a touching, thought provoking 
periormance.

‘Hornetgate’ 
not averted

Contrary to your article in The 
State Hornet, (Feb 19) ‘Hornet- 
gate’ has not been averted 
Briefly, the story revolved around 
charges that senatorial candidate 
De!mar Stevens submitted forged 
Signatures On his nominating peti- 
tion. While he was found guilty of 
these charges. your story attempts 
to portray him as the victim, when 
in fact it was undeclared students 
of CSUS who were the victims 

A Board of Inquiry was held to 
adjudicate electioncomplaints 
Mr Stevens received the same 56- 
nour notice everyone else had 
received At the hearing, two indi- 
viduals came forward and testified 
they had never signed the nomi- 
nating petitions of Stevens Futh- 
ermore, they testified that they had 
never seen Stevens, any of his 
campaign workers, or had given 
permission to anyone to allow 
them to place these individuals 
names and social security 
numbers on Stevens petition Yet 
their names and social ser arity 
numbers appeared on his petition 

Based on their testimony. the 
elections committee found Stev 
ens guilty 
false petition Thisis, according to 
the ASCSUS statutes, punishable 
by expulsion from the senate The 
decision levied against Stevens 
only prevented his taking his til- 
gotten seat for two months 

Contrary to your quote attrib 
uted to Vice Provost of Student 
Affairs Tim Comstock. | felt that | 
had a case So did the elections 
committee, which made the origi- 
nal ruling 

The facts are simple A nomi- 
nating petition was submitted by 
Delmar Stevens that contained at 
least two forged signatures. This 
fact could not, and was not, dis- 
proven by Stevens 

Rather, Stevens gave a “golly 
gee whiz’ excuse He stated that 
although the names were forged 
he should not be held responsible 
for the actions of his campaign 
workers. Stevens speculates that it 
was one of these unnamed 
workers that obtained the fraudu- 
lent names 

What Stevens attempted to 
show to the Board of Judicial 
Appeal was his contention that the 
elections committee unfairly pe- 
nalized him for what he alleges his 
workers did | say that the sent- 
ence was not severe enough Heis 
by statute, responsible for the 
actions of his workers 

In closing, the Board of Judicial 
Appeal did not dispense justice 
Delmar Stevens was guilty of hav- 
ing submitted forged signatures 
They were forged, and yet, Delmar 
Stevens is now a seated member of 
the ASI senate
